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oreword 


This  report  summarizes  all  snow  survey  measurements  made  in  Nevada  and  in 
pertinent  California  and  Oregon  watersheds  from  1910-1961  for  which  records 
are  available.  This  summary  supersedes  all  previous  Nevada  summaries. 

The  snow  course  data  summary  sheets  presented  in  this  report  were  prepared 
by  electronic  data  processing  methods  at  the  University  of  Nevada  under  a 
cooperative  agreement  between  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  the  Univer- 
sity. The  cooperation  of  the  University  of  Nevada,  particularly  the  Civil 
Engineering  Department  and  the  Data  Processing  Center  is  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged. 

In  1959,  the  State  of  California  Department  of  Water  Resources  issued  a 
"Summary  of  California  Snow  Survey  Measurements "  utilizing  electronic  data 
processing  methods.  The  Snow  Surveys  and  Water  Supply  Forecast  Unit  of  the 
Department  generously  provided  IBM  data  card  decks  through  1959  for  all 
California  snow  courses  and  those  Nevada  snow  courses  pertinent  to  the 
California  Cooperative  Snow  Survey  program. 

This  report  was  printed  and  assembled  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
Cartographic  Unit,  Portland,  Oregon. 

Many  other  Federal,  state  and  private  agencies  have  cooperated  in  the 
measurement  of  snow  courses  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  Their 
assistance  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  writers  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Clara  Detling,  Secretary  and  Robert  0. 
Davis,  Jr.,  Statistical  Assistant  for  their  technical  assistance. 

Without  the  dedicated  effort  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Nevada  Snow  Surveyors, 
who  each  winter  since  1910  have  traveled  into  the  snow  covered  mountains 
to  make  snow  surveys,    this  report  would  not  have  been  possible. 
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ARRANGEMENT  OF  NEVADA  SNOW  SURVEYS 


Snow  course  data  have  been  arranged  in  sub-basin  groupings.  Within  each 
sub-basin  the  snow  courses  are  listed  alphabetically. 

The  biographical  information  listed  at  the  head  of  each  snow  course  data 
sheet  and  on  the  Index  Sub-Basin  sheets  is  comparable  to  that  given  in  the 
USDA  Soil  Conservation  Service  snow  course  biography  forms. 

One  revision  was  made  in  snow  course  data  furnished  by  the  California  Snow 
Surveys  and  Water  Supply  Forecast  Unit.  The  California  IBM  cards  carry 
snow  depth  to  the  nearest  0.1  inch.  These  snow  depths  were  reproduced  on 
the  SCS  snow  survey  IBM  cards  with  the  tenth  value  dropped.  As  an  exam- 
ple, California  snow  depths  of  25.4,  25.8,  and  31.9  inches  were  reproduced 
on  and  listed  from  Nevada  IBM  SCS   cards  as  25,  25  and  31. 

All  data  in  this  Summary  have  been  checked  after  final  listing  against  the 
original  snow  survey  measurement  notes.  Many  snow  courses  have  been  revised 
since  the  last  Summary  (1910-1953)  was  issued.  Most  revisions  were  to 
reduce  the  number  of  sampling  points  to  an  optimum  number,  usually  around 
10.  Recomputations  of  snow  depth  and  water  content  were  made  for  all  snow 
surveys  taken  at  any  given  revised  snow  course. 

As  previously  mentioned  all  snow  course  data  included  in  this  report  have 
been  punched  on  IBM  cards.  Arrangements  can  be  made  to  reproduce  part  or 
all  of  this  data  deck  for  users  engaged  in  electronic  data  processing 
programs . 


HISTORY  OF  NEVADA  SNOW  SURVEYS 

In  1904,  Dr.  James  E.  Church  of  the  University  of  Nevada  made  the  first 
preliminary  snow  survey  measurements  at  Mt .  Rose,  Nevada.  By  1909,  Dr. 
Church  and  associates  had  completed  the  development  of  the  Mt.  Rose  sampler 
and  scale.  Snow  surveys  were  initiated  on  a  regular  schedule  at  four  snow 
courses  in  the  Lake  Tahoe  area  in  1910.  In  the  succeeding  years,  the  Nevada 
snow  course  network  has  expanded  throughout  the  State.  Currently  there  are 
128  active  snow  courses  and/or  aerial  markers  in  Nevada  or  in  pertinent 
watersheds  of  adjoining  states. 

For  many  years,  Nevada's  cooperative  snow  survey  and  water  supply  forecast 
program  was  guided  by  Dr.  Church  and  his  close  associate  Professor  H.  J. 
Boardman,  with  the  financial  support  of  the  University  of  Nevada,  the 
Nevada  State  Engineering  and  other  private  agencies.  In  the  late  1940' s  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Soil  Conservation  Service  became  an  active 
participant  in  the  program.  During  the  succeeding  years  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  was  called  upon  to  assume  leadership  of  the  snow  survey  and 
water  supply  forecast  program.  In  this  work  the  SCS  is  assisted  by  many 
private,  State  and  Federal  agencies;  principal  of  which  is  the  Nevada 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Natural  Resources. 
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In  addition  to  reports  such  as  this  summary,  which  provides  snow  survey  in- 
formation for  many  uses  besides  seasonal  and  low  flow  forecasting,  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  in  cooperation  with  the  Nevada  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion and  Natural  Resources  issues  monthly  snow  survey  and  water  supply  out- 
look reports  during  January  through  May.  These  monthly  reports  contain 
detailed  information  on  snow  survey  measurements,  streamflow  forecasts, 
reservoir  storage,  soil  moisture  and  other  guide  data  to  water  management 
and  conservation  decisions. 

DEFINITION  OF  SNOW  SURVEY  TERMS 

AERIAL  MARKER 

A  2"  pipe  from  8-20'  in  height  upon  which  1"  x  6"  x  24"  wood  slats  are 
mounted  horizontally  at  2'  vertical  intervals,  with  diagonal  1"  x  3"  x  36" 
wood  bracing  between  horizontal  slats,  crossing  the  2"  pipe  at  the  odd  foot 
intervals . 

The  depth  of  snow  at  the  marker  is  read  by  observing  the  aerial  marker  from 
an  airplane.  An  estimated  water  content  is  determined  by  multiplying  the 
observed  depth  times  an  estimated  density.  The  estimated  density  is  derived 
from  an  analysis  of  the  density  of  snow  (for  the  same  date)  at  surrounding 
ground  surveyed  snow  courses. 

DENSITY 

The  ratio  of  water  content  to  snow  depth  expressed  as  a  percent. 
ELEVATION 

The  average  elevation  of  the  snow  course  in  feet  above  mean  sea  level; 
usually  determined  from  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  Quadrangles  or  by  aneroid 
barometer.  Elevations  are  recorded  to  the  nearest  10  feet  but  may  deviate 
by  ±  25  feet. 

LOCATION  DESCRIPTION 

Snow  course  location  descriptions  are  based  on  the  Public  Land  Surveys. 
Nevada  and  California  snow  courses  reported  in  this  summary  are  located 
with  reference  to  the  Mt.  Diablo  base  and  meridian.  The  specific  location 
of  a  snow  course  within  the  section  given  in  the  location  description  will 
be  furnished  on  request. 

MEASUREMENT  DATES 

Snow  survey  measurements  are  usually  taken  within  a  few  days  of  January  1, 
February  1,  March  1,  April  1  and  May  1  and  are  summarized  in  the  main  data 
table  for  each  snow  course.  All  other  measurements  are  listed  as  miscella- 
neous data.  These  include  December  1,  May  1,   and  midmonth  surveys. 

SAMPLE  POINT 

A  predetermined  point  located  on  a  snow  course  at  which  snow  depth  and 
water  content  measurements  are  made.  These  points  are  located  at  25-  to 
100-  foot  intervals  apart.  Typically,  there  are  8  to  15  sample  points  on  a 
snow  course. 
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SNOW  COURSE 

A  line  or  series  of  lines,  usually  located  in  open  mountain  meadows  or 
along  roads,  along  which  snow  measurements  are  taken.  The  end  point  of  each 
line  is  permanently  marked  with  masonite  signs  attached  to  2-inch  pipe  set 
in  concrete,  or  to  trees. 

SNOW  COURSE  NUMBER 

Numbers  assigned  to  snow  courses  are  based  on  coordinates  of  one  (1)  degree 
of  latitude  and  one  (1)  degree  of  longitude  to  form  cells  within  which  snow 
courses  are  numbered  from  1  to  99.  Each  cell  is  designated  by  a  number  and 
a  letter. 

As  an  example,  Bear  Creek  snow  course  (  15H1MA)  is  located  in  cell  which  is 
bounded  by  115°  and  116  longitude  and  41  latitude.  The  number  15  is  given 
to  designate  with  reference  to  longitude  and  the  letter  H  to  designate  with 
reference  to  latitude.  Longitude  number  designations  are  derived  by  sub- 
tracting 100  from  the  lesser  of  the  two  longitude  values.  Latitude  letter 
designations  start  in  the  first  cell  tier  south  of  the  Canadian  border  and 

running  south  are  A;   B;   C;  Z;    omitting  I;   0;   and  Q.   The  number  1 

following  15H  differentiates  Bear  Creek  from  other  snow  courses  in  the 
cell.  A  soil  moisture  station  at  the  snow  course  is  indicated  by  the  letter 
M.  An  aerial  marker  at  the  snow  course  is  indicated  by  the  letter  A. 

Refer  to  the  SNOW  COURSE  LOCATION  map  for  further  detail. 
SNOW  DEPTH 

The  depth  of  snow  measured,  in  inches,  at  a  sampling  point  on  a  snow  course. 
Snow  course  snow  depth  is  the  average  snow  depth  of  all  sample  points  on 
the  course. 

SNOW  SURVEY 

The  measurement  of  snow  depth  and  water  content  at  a  given  snow  course. 
SOIL  MOISTURE  STATION 

An  installation  of  electrical  resistance  type  soil  moisture  units,  buried 
in  soil  at  6"  to  24"  intervals  down  to  depths  6'  to  8'  Soil  moisture  con- 
ditions are  determined  from  ohmmeter  readings  and  calibration  curves. 

WATER  CONTENT      (or  Water  Equivalent) 

The  amount  of  water,  expressed  in  inches,  which  would  result  from  melting 
snow  in  place.  In  practice,  water  content  is  determined  by  weighing.  Snow 
course  water  content  is  the  average  water  content  of  all  sampling  points  on 
the  course. 


HOW  SNOW  SURVEYS  ARE  MADE 


After  arriving  at  a  snow  course  by  means  of  skis,  snowshoes  or  oversnow 
machines,  the  snow  survey  crew  assembles  the  snow  sampling  equipment.  The 
snow  course  map  is  studied  and  the  heading  on  the  snow  survey  report  form 
is  filled  out.  The  snow  sampling  steps  are  as  follows: 

1.  Measure  distance  from  snow  course  marker  pole  to  sample  point  ?^1. 

2.  Drive  sample  tube  to  ground  surface. 

3.  Read  and  record  depth  of  snow. 

4.  Raise  tube  and  read  and  record  length  of  snow  core. 

5.  Remove  dirt  from  end  of  cutter. 

6.  Weigh  and  record  weight  of  sampler  and  snow  core. 

7.  Empty  sampler,   then  weigh  and  record  weight  of  empty  sampler. 

8.  On  report  form: 

a.  Subtract  empty  sampler  weight  from  sampler  and  snow  core  weight. 

b.  Record  in  water  content  column. 

c.  Divide  water  content  by  depth  of  snow. 

d.  Record  in  density  column. 

9.  Proceed  to  next  sample  point  and  repeat  steps  2  through  8. 

After  all  sample  points  have  been  measured,  the  depth  of  snow  and  water 
content  columns  are  totaled  and  then  divided  by  the  number  of  samples  to 
obtain  average  snow  depth  and  average  water  content. 

Water  content  of  snow  is  determined  by  weighing  due  to  the  design  of  the 
snow  sampling  tube  which  has  an  inside  diameter  of  1.485  inches.  If  for 
example,  a  snow  core  of  this  diameter  weighs  10  ounces,  it  is  equal  to  a 
column  of  water  1.485  inches  in  diameter  and  10  inches  high.  Thus  ounces 
and  inches  are  equivalent. 

For  full  details  on  snow  sampling,  the  reader  is  referred  to  SNOW- SURVEY 
SAMPLING  GUIDE,    USDA-SCS,   Agriculture  Handbook  #169.
